which brought about the tremendous ex-

But even this does not fulfill the final prom- 
ise of the lowly Southern pine, which grows 
in such profusion in the soil of Alabama. 
The same Dr, Herty, who proyed that news- 
print paper could be made from pine, has 
solved the problem of producing from pine 
bleached sulphite pulp for the manufacture 
of high-grade book and magazine papers, 
household tissues, box board, ete. 


And so the future of our forests, which 
have done so much to promote our prog- 
ress, should yield still richer fruits for Ala-

POLL TAXES 


Strange as it may seem, Ala- 


bama was collecting more poll 
tuxes in 1869 than it is now col- 
lecting During that year it col- 


lected $815,000.00 
tax year ending February 1, 
it collected $241,208.00 

This was about the normal) 
amount usually collected, During 
the past twenty years the annual 
poll tax collections haye varied | 
from $140,873.00 in 1917 to $41% 
645.00 in 1984, This was the nigh- 
est point reached during the twen- 
ty year period and is probably an | 
The second highest 
point reached was in 1926, It will 
be recalled that in both of these 
yoars hot campaigns were being | 
conducted for Governor of the} 
State, and an unusual number of | 
County officials were to be elected, | 

The lowest point reached in poll } 
tax collections since 1917 was in| 
1938, when the reeeipts amounted | 
to only $142,747.00, } 

In 1986, which was an election | 
year, the receipts amounted to] 
$309,678.00. The preceding year | 
they were $210,014,00, 

Going back to 1981, 
woods were being shelled by can- 
didates for Governor, the total re- 
eccipts amounted to $2838,304,00 
The following year the 
dropped to $160,236.00, 

The largest number to pay poll 
tax in any one year was in 1923, 
when the total number reached 
189,377, 

Prior to the adoption of the 
present Constitution in 1901, all 
male persons between the ages of 
21 and 45 were required to pay 
a poll tax each year, The 1901 
Constitution eliminated the com- 
pulsory requirement but made the 
payment of poll tax a prerequisite 
to voting, When this was adopt- 
ed most of the negroes ceased to 
pay poll tax. 

When the Woman's Suffrage 
amendment was adopted in 1920 
this made the women between the 
ages of 21 and 45 subject to poll) 
tax the same as the men, ‘They | 
are now required to pay poll tax 
if they vote, 

Under the Constitutiton, and a 
decision by the Supreme Court, 
all poll taxes must be paid on or | 
before February 1st, to entitle the 
person to vote in any election held 
prior to February 1st of the fol- 
lowing’ year. For example: A 
person who did not pay all poll 
taxes due by him on or before 
February 1st, 1937, cannot pay up 
after the poll tax books are open- 
ed October Ist, 1937, and partici- 
pate in any election held prior to 
February 1st, 1988. He must have 
paid his poll taxes not later than 
February 1st, 1937, to be eligible 
to vote in any election being held 
this year or during the month of 
January of next year,

According to the last Federal 
Census there are now 591,189 
white people in Alabama within 


the poll tax age of 21 to 45, 
Some fifty thousand of these are 
World War Veterans and are not 
subject to the payment of poll 
tax.
